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HOW  I PREPARE  MY  SERMONS.

to  preach  that  Christian  people  may  be  warned 
and  encouraged  and  ainnera  converted  to  the 
Lord  Jeeua  Christ.  The  speaker  haa  not  yet 
attained  unto  perfection  along  this  line,  but 
forgetting  the  blunders  of  the  paat  he  preaaee 
on  toward  the  Ideal  of  the  Master  manifested 
in  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount. 

'In  this  sermon  Jesus  covered  the  fundamental 
principles  of  Christianity  under  nine  heads  called 
"The  Beautltudes."  In  order  for  us  to  get  to 
the  bone  and  sinew  of  our  subject  we  frequently 
use  the  nine  points  and  find  ourselves  just 
merging  from  the  introduction.' 

Several  things  are  to  be  considered  in  the 
preparation  of  a sermon  that  the  speaker  has 
endeavored  to  note  not  only  In  the  preparation 
but  in  the  delivery  of  sermons  as  well,  and  I 
might  rightly  mention  the  first  of  these  as  be- 
ing: 

1.  An  honest  endeavor  to  know  what  my  peo- 
ple need.  A young  minister  once  asked  an  older 
brother  what  he  must  preach  about,  and  the 
reply  was  "preach  Jesus  Christ  and  Him  Cruci- 
fied." We  have  no  issue  to  present  with  this 
Idea  further  than  to  say  that  It  may  be  one 
thing  to  preach  Jesus  as  a Savior  to  one  people 
and  the  sermon  prove  disintereating  when  to 
another  people  It  would  prove  a balm  for  many 
an  aching  heart.  We  must  remember  that  Jesus 
was  more  than  a Savior.  He  was  a man,  He 
is  God,  He  is  a Deliverer,  He  is  the  Finisher  as 
well  as  the  Author  of  our  Faith.  Religion  la 
alright,  but  If  there  Is  no  practical  side  to  our 
religion  we  become  as  sounding  brass  or  a tink- 
ling cymbal. 

My  first  purpose  is  to  know  who  I am  to 
preach  to,  and  then  what  are  their  needs  and 
their  difficulties.  There  are  some  subjects 
that  are  always  in  place  and  do  not  fall  to  bear 
fruit  whenever  presented  in  the  spirit  and  power 
of  the  Master,  some  of  which  may  be  stated  as 
being  the  doctrine  of  Brotherhood,  of  Righteous- 
ness, of  Sonshlp  In  the  Kingdom,  of  Salvation 
by  Grace  and  such  like  themes.  I endeavor  to 
svold  the  Idea  of  a debate  In  the  pulpit,  and 
express  no  doubts  concerning  God’s  truth,  but 
to  present  it  as  the  power  of  God  unto  Salva- 
tion to  every  one  that  believeth. 

I try  to  make  my  preaching  take  the  turn  of 
a pdsiltive  and  affirmative  message  from  my 
Master  who  met  the  needs  of  his  age  and  all 
ages  with  a declaration  of  the  simple  and  eternal 
verities  of  the  life  of  faith  and  sonship.  If  we 
carry  the  processes  of  our  studies  Into  the  pulpit, 
however  interesting  they  may  be,  we  will  fail  to 
reach  men.  We  are  not  to  be  Christian  essay- 
ists, we  are  to  help  men  and  women  smitten  with 
very  ancient  and  homely  sins,  pressed  upon  by 
, every  temptation,  and  suffering  the  sorrows  that 
are  as  old  as  humanity,  yet  as  fresh  as  every 
t new  wrench  that  tears  human  companionship 
asunder  and  wrecks  hopes  dear  to  men  and 
women.  I try  not  to  go  before  my  congregation 
without  some  message  for  those  on  life’s  common 
dusty  road,  and  to  say  something  that  will  make 
t the  man  or  woman  burdened  with  common  toils 
T and  sorrews,  and  worries,  and  universal  griefs, 
o look  up  and  feel  that  God  Is  over  all  and  that  he 
f has  spoken  to  them  through  his  servant, 
y To  do  this  I find  that  the  folowing  rules  are 
y absolutely  indispensable. 

d I.  To  keep  the  mind  filled  with  Bible  truth, 
e If  we  live  in  the  atmosphere  Of  the  Bible  we 
r,  will  become  Indoctrinated  with  its  beauty  and 
If  helpfulness  and  It  will  prove  Itself  a sword  for 
e every  battle  that  we  are  called  upon  to  fight 
•d  In  this  life,  and  more  to  let  the  truth  possess 

It  the  individual  as  well  as  the  individual  to  pos- 
sess the  truth. 


moat  democratic  t^dy  in  the  world.  It'  ts  charg- 
ed against  us  ti\a£^quT  lack  of  ecclesiastical  or- 
ganisation destrofc^(  our  efficiency.  It  la  true 
that  there  could  ho  safe  base  of  co-operation 
wtihout  fellowship )n  Christ.  In  other  words  we 
could  not  hold  to^  iher  without  being  Christians. 
But  that  they  dollb-operate  successfully  Is  evi- 
dent from  the  wo|i  that  Southern  Baptists  carry 
on.  They  are  dogs  abofit  a million  dollar  busi- 
ness for  Home  ai£  Foreign  Missions  with  no  se- 
curity but  the  vAiqtary  offerings  of  the  Bap- 


shall  A.  Judson  started  the  Baraca  movement 
and  Miss  Mary  the  Phllathea  movement.  B.  H. 
Dement  was  the  first  professor  of  Sunday  School 
pedagogy,  this  having  been  established  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary.  These 
are  some  of  the  great  religious  movements  in 
which  Baptists  have  done  pioneer  work.  God  has 
used  them  for  great  things.  Have  we  done  all 
that  our  distinctive  idea  demands  of  ua?  We 
won  our  contention  for  freedom  of  conscience, 
yet  there  are  those  In  other  lands  that  must  be 
free.  We  must  wage  the  battle  till  all  the  world 
acknowledges  the  right  of  Individual  conscience. 
Bnt  our  present  task  Is  to  contend  for  the  un- 
disputed authority  of  God’s  word.  There  is  a 
drift  from  all  authority  both  human  and  Divine. 
It  Is  our  duty  to  urge  the  demand  of  God’s 
word  as  the  law  of  our  Lord.  The  Rev.  Hugh 
Price  Hughes,  one  of  the  best  known  English 
Methodists,  said: 

”1  assert  with  full  sense  of  responsibility, 
that  I believe  the  great  battle  of  the  twentieth

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2.  To  maintain  a spirit  of  devotion.  It  was 
one  of  the  characteristics  of  the  Saviour's  life 
to  walk  as  near  to  God  as  possible,  and  when 
human  sorrows  and  the  world's  problems  were 
laid  heavily  upon  him  to  withdraw  himself  from 
all  else  and  go  out  and  commune  with  the  Father 
who  comforted  him  in  His  work  while  here,  and 

' the  same  privilege  is  ours.  We  should  live  in  the 
Spirit  as  well  as  in  the  Book.  Truth  becomes 
vivid  only  under  the  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
and  s devout  spirit  la  the  world's  greatest  known 
Scripture  Commentary,  full  of  insight,  imagina- 
tion, illumination.  God  hath  revealed  them  to  us 

s 

by  Hia  Spirit,  for  the  thing*  of  God  knoweth  no 
man,  but  the  Spirt  ef  God. 

3.  I usually  keep  several  texts  in  mind  daily, 
and  an  my  pWtoral  visits  learning  the  needs  of 
the  people,  1 endeavor  to  discern  what  their 
needs  are  and  then  fit  a text  to  that  subject. 
We  should  let  our  minds  be  permeated  with 
the  text  we  think  upon  day  by  day. 

4.  1 endeavor  then  to  aelect  subjects  from 
certain  trains  of  tnought.  We  can  easily  dip 
from  a stream  upon  which  we  are  sailing.  I 
can  talk  most  freshly  on  a theme  which  at  pres- 
ent occupies  my  interest.  My  old  sermons  seem 
dead  because  they  seem  to  have  floated  away 
from  the  present  current  In  myself  and  audience. 

6.  After  the  subject  la  decided  upon  1 try 
to  get  as  much  of  the  subject  Into  myself  as 
possible.  Henry  Ward  Beecher  in  delivering  au 
address  before  a body  of  ministers  on  the  sub- 
ject of  preaching,  stated  the  whole  matter  in  a 
few  words  when  he  said  "Pump  yourself  full 
of  the  subject,  knock  out  the  bung  and  let  na- 
ture caper.”  A full  soul  sets  the  whole  mental 
and  moral  machinery  in  motion.  It  oils  the 
tongue,  sharpens  the  intellect,  and  enkindles 
the  passions  so  that  even  dull  men  wax  eloquent 
under  the  great  pressure. 

6.  Then  to  put  myself  in  the  best  working 
order.  1 do  this  by  keeping  the  body  as  vigorous 
as  possible  by  diet  and  outdoor  work.  We  may 
also  keep  the  mind  awake  by  Btudy.  Above  all, 
ws  should  keep  the  heart  warm,  the  lire  should 
never  go  out  on  the  altar,  but  as  Sunday  ap- 
proaches the  embers  should  be  stirred  to  a fresh 
glow.  Those  who  bend  the  bow  of  Ulysses  must 
first  acquire  his  strength  of  arm  by  contact  with 
a higher  source  of  power.  - . 

Time  was  when  my  method  of  sermonising 
took  tbs  turn  of  an  oration  only.  I would  take 
up  my  Bible  and  turn  the  leaves  In  It  until  l 
woud  find  a text  that  had  a good  ring  about  It, 
and  take  that  as  a basis  of  my  discourse,  Then 
the  sermon  would  be  studied  out  of  my  bead.  1 
would  get  off  where  I could  not  be  beard  and 
practice  on  It,  drawing  exclusively  on  my  small 
store  of  knowledge  and  upon  my  Imagination  for 
the  rest.  Frequently  I found  myself  searching 
different  books  to  find  a few  glowing  sentences 
that  I might  use  them  ss  a kind  of  flavoring, 
use  one  or  two  illustrations,  fix  in  two  or  three 
"I  think"  and  close  with  a verse  or  two  of  some 
poem.  This  was  the  gist  of  my  sermonizing  with 
a dependence  upon  the  occasion  to  famish  in- 
spiration for  whatever  else  I might  chance  to 
say. 

But  there  is  a destiny  that  shapes  our  ends, 
and  that  destiny  ruined  many  s pet  sermon  of 
mine,  for  when  a man  reaches  into  the  power 
of  God's  truth  and  draws  out  things  new  and 
old,  there  comes  into  bis  heart  and  life  a deter- 
mination to  trust  in  God  and  wait  for  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  lead  In  the  preparation  ss  well  as 
the  delivery  of  a sermon.  Time  was  when  peo- 
ple believed  thstGod  would  give  s man  a message 
If  he  would  depend  upon  Him  alone,  or  as  the 
Hardsbell  idea  goes,  a man  had  only  to  open 
his  mouth  and  the  Lord  would  fill  it.  But  the 
Apostle  of  the  Gentiles  insists  upon  Timothy  that 
he  study  to  show  himself  aproved  of  God,  that 
he  might  be  a minister  that  would  have  no  need 
to  be  ashamed  of  his  efforts,  and  the  same  Idea 
prevails  among  the  leaders  In  the  Master's  work 
even  to  this  dsy. 

If  I have  a scheme  for  sermonizing  It  may  be 
briefly  summed  np  in  the  following  outline: 

1.  I asked  God  to  direct  me  to  that  portion  of 
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His  word  he  would  have  me  present  to  His  peo- 
pe,  and  in  that  spirit  I select  the  text  that  1 
am  to  use,  and  begin  to  prepare  my  sermon. 
With  pencil  and  paper  1 submit  myself  to  the 
direction  of  the  Holy  Spirit  thst  he  may  reveal 
to  me  just  what  was  meant  when  the  passage 
was  inspired. 

2.  I ask,  who  spoke  these  words?  To  whom 
were  they  addressed?  Why  were  they  spoken? 
What  else  was  said  in  connection  with  them? 
What  effect  did  these  words  have  upon  those 
who  heard  them?  What  do  they  really  mean? 
What  did  the  speaker  and  the  Spirit  of  God 
mean  to  teach ?'  What  doctrine  do  theee  words 
contain?  How  does  this  doctrine,  or  these  facts 
touch  my  heart  and  life?  How  can  1 apply  them 
to  the  hearts  and  lives  of  my  congregation? 

3.  I write  out  answers  in  full  to  all  these 
questions,  and  to  do  thst  it  is  necessary  to  read 
the  text  two  or  three  timee  in  connection  with 
the  paragraph  In  which  the  text  is  found,  care- 
fully noting  all  the  circumstances  connected 
with  the  incident.  I then  take  my  Bible  and 
look  up  all  references  and  finally  take  my  com- 
mentary and  read  all  the  authors  have  to  say 
on  the  subject. 

By  the  time  thle  le  done  I have  a half  doxen 
or  more  page*  of  notes,  but  along  with  that,  1 
have  a general  survey  of  the  subject  upon  which 
l am  to  preach.  Next,  1 begin  to  think,  and  as 
1 think  upon  what  1 have  read  the  subject  grows 
broader,  and  deeper,  and  richer  tor  1 have  got- 
ten my  sermon  from  the  Bible,  and  not  out  of 
my  bead;  and  when  1 have  delivered  that  sermon 
1 feel  that  1 have  done  identically,  the  thing  that 
God  wanted  done. 

A man  cahnot  arrange  a discourse  of  any  kind 
that  will  be  a success  with  more  than  one  idea 
in  view.  His  motto  must  be,  "This  one  thing  1 
do."  And  when  he  preaches,  aim  at  real  game 
and  his  preaching  is  a success.  I usually  have 
an  object  and  a subject  when  I go  to  preach, 
and  endeavor  to  reach  my  object  through  my 
subject,  but  do  not  hesitate  to  abandon  my  sub- 
ject to  reach  my  object.  Neither  do  1 hesitate 
to  repeat  as  often  as  It  may  seem  necessary, 
but  If  there  is  no  seeming  necessity  for  s repeti- 
tion I refrain  from  doing  so. 

A sermon,  after  all,  is  not  a product,  but  a 
producer’s  tool.  We  at  once  catch  an  idea  then 
that  there  Is  a vast  difference  between  sermoniz- 
ing and  preaching.  One  respects  the  theme,  the 
other  the  audience.  One  discusses,  the  other  ap- 
peals to  men’s  conscience.  One  Is  ruled  by  the 
methods,  analysis,  or  argument,  the  other  Is 
guided  by  a desire  to  move  men  to  resolve  and 
do.  He  who  sermonizes  has  his  library  before 
him,  he  who  preaches  has  his  afldlence  before 
him.  He  who  sermonizes  seeks  to  embellish  his 
discourses  with  the  graces  of  rhetoric;  one  who 
preaches  seeks  power  from  on  high.  One  who 
sermonizes  may  receive  compliments,  but  the 
man  who  preaches  witnesses  conversions. 

Speeches  carefully  prepared  In  the  study  and 
carefully  delivered  from  the  rostrum  pass  for 
fine  sermons,  but  it  will  often  be  said  of  the 
most  effective  preacher  that  be  Is  no  eermonlter. 
Nevertheless,  a sermon  well  arranged,  well  pre- 
pared. strong  In  thought,  polished  In  diction,  fer- 
vently delivered,  If  It  be  on  a great  and  op- 
portune gospel  theme,  and  aimed  prayerfully  to 
move  men  in  obedience  to  God’s  word  Is  tbe 
grandest  and  most  Effective  of  all  preaching. 
Such  union  in  sermonizing  Is  rare.  A good  ser- 
monlzer  may  be  a poor  preacher,  and  a good 
preacher  a poor  sermonlser.  The  preacher  must 
have  a purpose,  and  that  purpose  must  be  to 
save  men  from  sin  and  death,  he  who  la  most  suc- 
cessful in  this  work  is  the  greatest  preacher. 

Lastly,  Is  mine  to  be  s sermon  or  a mesage? 
Dr.  W.  J.  Dawson,  the  great  English  Evangelist 
In  giving  bis  views  of  the  American  pulpit  says: 
"There  seems  to  be  too  much  sermon  and  not 

enough  message."  , 4 

This  expression  comes  from  a man  of  gTeat 
culture,  may  perchance  be  of  greater  significance 
to  our  American  church  life  than  many  of  us 
at  first  suppose  There  may  be  a great  dlfter- 
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ence  between  sermon  and  message.  F.  B.  Myer 
once  said:  “There  Is  all  the  difference  possible 
between  delivering  s sermon  and  uttering  a 
message."  The  message  may  be  a sermon,  but 
the  sermon  Is  not  always  a message. 

The  word  "sermon”  means  “I  throw,”  or  “1 
thrust, i’  and  Is  a very  significant  appellation  for 
some  pulpit  efforts.  The  sermon  is  designed  to 
give  religious  instruction,  which  instruction  may 
contain  very  little  of  the  real  living  Word,  mak- 
ing wise  unto  salvation. 

The  word  "message"  or  ”1  send,”  ss  tbe  send- 
ing of  word  or  words  from  one  to  another  ex- 
presses the  thought  here  Intended  to  be  con- 
veyed exactly.  God’s  ministers  are  "called, 
chosen,”  and  then  sent  forth  with  the  command: 
"Go  rather  to  the  lost  sheep  of  the  house  of 
Israel.  And  as  ye  go  preach,  saying,  th$/  King- 
dom of  Heaven  Is  at  hand."  Here  is  the\m*M«g« 
The  word  of  the  pulpit  Is  to  be  thd  "thqa  sayeth 
the  Lord.”  It  Is  the  word,  not  the  sermon  thst 
is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation.  The  spoken 
word  from  a living,  chosen  messenger,  having 
the  seal  of  God  on- his  own  commission,  will  win 
for  Christ. 
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There  Is  no  time,  no  measured  cycles,  no  pass- 
ing years.  Tls  tut  eternity  casting  op  Its  waste, 
its  bubbles.  Its  glamour,  its  gloss,  its  glare.  ’Twill 
pass,  vanish  without  a break  Id  tbe  endless  flow. 

All  life  esentlal  adheres  to  Sts  original  source 
That  force  from  which  eminates  all  accidents, 
phenomena,  excrescences,  and  will  be  left  In- 
tact, pure — free  from  every  form  of  hindrance, 
froth,  fringe,  follies,  foibles,  failures,  end  will  be 
forever. 

This  life,  infinite,  possesses  quality  as  well  aa 
duration,  and  projects  Itself  by  propagation  to 
tbe  limitation?  of  Divine  appointment,  and 
when  all  shall  have  been  lifted  to  highest  levels 
beyond  which  no  life  can  exist,  that  sball  be 
Heaven.  , 

In  this  Infinity  I am.  and  will  ever  be,  to  work, 
to  fill  my  place  My  task  Is  a large  one.  and 
once  begun,  will  never  end;  for  to  such  Intent 
was  I crested;  and  I find  my  greatest  pleasure, 
my  endless  Joy  In  fulfillment  of  such  designs. 

And  life  thus  related  is  Immortal,  undying, 
endless.  To  have  infinite  capacity ‘to  receive 
and  do  is  as  delightful  aa  to  have  Infinite  dura- 
tion. Eternal  life  Is  therefore  not  only  Infinite 
in  length,  but  Infinite  in  height,  having  power  of 
the  upward  reach';  infinite  in  depth,  having 
power  to  go  to  tbe  very  heart  of  things,  even 
love— God. 

Therefore,  what  boots  it — this  dream  , this 
phantom,  this  ghost  of  a dsy  alarm*  me  not, 
nor  frightens  me  as  shadows  fall  and  night 
wraps  me  in,  and  sleep  covers  me  up;  and  ever 
thus,  till  death  shall  BREATHE  it  all  away;  and 
light  from-  the  eternal  hill*  shall  Good  this  life, 
and  it  be  lost  in  God!

Ac- 
cording to  the  N^w  Testaments?  began  with  the 
ministry  of  Jesus  on  earth,  wjwhen  He  came, 
and  there  was  one  soul  who  acknowledged  Mis 
sovereignty,  confeeeed  Him  asjtord,  trusted  Him 
as  Savior  and  began  to  follO  and  obey  Him 
ae  leader,  ^hen  and  there  waf  * the  kingdom  of 
God,  the  mediatorial  reign  offisua  Christ.

He  Is  in- 
visible for  both  the  reasons  Bprhn;  Hie  bodily 
presence  le  removed  from  our  le^ere  and  though 
present  hi  Splrtt,  the  very  nfture  of  aplrit  Is 
to  be  Invisible.  To  ask  th^f  question  where 
(a  the  {(visible  kingdom,  shot?  It  to  me.  Is  to 
any  where  le  the  air?  I hav§'  never  eeen  it 
Or  to  say,  l don't  believe  Inllhe  existence  of 
spirit  because  I have  never  sAn  one.  There 
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Is  Invisible.  Those  who  have  been  redeemed 

while  on  earth  and  have  passed  on  Into  the  other 
world  are.  In  the  kingdom  of  Ood.  They  were 
in  it  while  they  were  here,  and  they  did  not 
get  out  of  it  when  they  went  into  the  other 
world.  They  have  left  their  bodies  behind  and 
being  absent  from  us  and  being  pure  spirits  are 
invisible  to  us. 

Now  definitely  to  the  Scripture*:  Jeaus 

said,  “Except  a man  be  born  from  above  he 
cannot  *««.  the  kingdom  of  God.”  This  maker 
It  clear  that  there  are  some  people  at  least 
to  whom  It  is  Invisible.  That  ta  to  say  it  la  not 
to  be  teen  by  the  natural  eyes,  it  la  to  the  organ 
of  eenae  invisible.  It  la  to  be  discerned  In  an 
entirely  different  way.  Spiritual  thing*  are 
spiritually  discerned.  Here  la  a man  one  minute 
who  la  a sinner,  the  next  minute  he*  Is  born 
again,  born  from  above.  The  natural  eye  dis- 
cerns the  aame  object,  but  one  minute  be  was 
In  tbe  dominion  of  8atan.  the  next  minute  he 
Is  in  tbe  kingdom  of  Ood.  He  got  there  by 
birth,  a mysterious,  spiritual.  Invisible  exper- 
ience. It  la  not  a matter  of  his  body,  or  lo- 
cation or  geography.  In  a moment  he  was 
translated  from  nature  to  grace  and  entered  the 
Invisible  kingdom  of  Ood.  The  eye  dUcems 
nothing.  The  soul  experiences  It  all. 

The  Jews  were  obsessed  with  tbe  Idea  thai 
the  Messiah  was  to  have  a visible  kingdom. 
Jeaus  labored  almost  In  vain  to  correct  It.  "Be- 
ing asked  when  tbe  kingdom  of  Ood  should 
come.  He  replied,  "The  kingdom  oj  heaven  com- 
eth  not  with  observation;  neither  aball  ye  say  lo! 
here  or  lo!  there!  for  tbe  kingdom  of  heaven 
is  within  you."  It  Is  Impossible  to  put  It  In 
plainer  words  thst  tbe  kingdom  of  God  Is  not 
a.  visible  kingdom  but  a purely  apliituhl  reign 
of  Christ  In  the  besrt. 

Again,  Pilate,  like  all  Romans  and  Jews  ot 
that  time,  could  have  no  conception  of  a king- 
dom except  a visible  one  and  was  puttied  at 
the  attitude  and  words  of  Jesus  when  on  trial 
In  answer  to  the  question  of  Pilate  aa  to  wheth- 
er He  were  king,  Jesua  said,  "My  kingdom  la 
not  of  this  world,  else  would  my  servants  fight" 
It  was  an  entirely  different'  sort  of  kingdom, 
having  no  local  capital  aa  Jerusalem  or  Rome, 
any  more  than  the  Invisible  ether  Interferes  with 
or  Is  Interfered  with  by  anything  material.  Pi- 
late simply  could  not  understand  Jesus.  lie 
was  “confused"  and  It  was  wholly  due  to  bis 
point  of  view.  He  could  not  conceive  of  any- 
thing bnt  s visible  dominion.  To  blm  Jesua 
was  an  Incomprehensible  myitery  or  a crank. 

It  Is  said  thst  Pompey  bad  heard  much  of 
Jehovah  and  wanted  to  see  him.  He  against 
tbe  protest  of  tbe  Jews  stalked  through  the  tem- 
ple with  his  military  boots  on  and  came  out 
sniffing  that  he  saw  no  god,  nothing  but  an 
empty  chamber.  Of  course  he  didn’t  see  him. 
He  Is  the  Invisible  Ood.

THE  KINGDOM  AND  THE  CHURCHES. 

The  word  "church”  In  the  New  Testament  1# 
used  In  two  senses.  Of  coarse  they  are  closely 
related.  It  la  used  to  designate  the  entire  com- 
pany of  the  saved,  those  who  were  the  objects 
of  the  Savior's  redeeming  love,  and  who  hsve 
become  children  of  Ood  through  faith  In  His 
name.  This  Is  the  meaning  of  the  word  when 
we  are  told  that  “Christ  Is  also  the  head  of  the 
church,  being  Himself  the  Savior  of  the  body.” 
and  "Ctarlat  also  loved  the  church  and  gave 
Himself  np  for  It.”  Eph.  5:23,  25.  There 
are  several  other  passages  of  this  kind.  Includ- 
ing the  one  quoted  by  Brother  Beasley.  "I 
will  build  my  church.”  Matthew  15:18.  There 
are  many  passages  where  It  refers  to  the  local 
congregation.  In  tbe  first  class  of  passages 
the  church  Is  practically  Identical  with  the 
kingdom  of  Ood.  But  there  Is  a vast  differ- 
ence between  the  church  and  the  churches.  To 
say  that  the  kingdom  of  Ood  la  eo-extenslve  with 
the  church  la  one  thing;  to  say  that  It  la  made 
up  ot  the  churches  Is  quite  a different  thing. 
That  la  exactly  the  Roman  Catholic  view  and 
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not  of  any  evangelical  body  of  Christians,  not 
of  Baptists.  Romanists  believe  that  to  be  In 
the  church,  meaning  their  church,  of  bourse,  Is 
to  be  In  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  to  be  ont  of 
It  ia  to  be  out  of  tbe  kingdom. 

Baptists  certainly  do  not  hold  to  any  auch 
view.  Every  saved  man  la  In  the  kingdom  of 
God.  before  he  gets  Into  any  church.  The  fact 
that  be  la  a member  of  a Baptist  church  or  a 
New  Testament  church  does  not  mean  that  he 
Is  in  the  kingdom  of  Ood.  Some  who  are  In 
Baptist  churches  give  no  evidence  of  being  In  the 
kingdom  of  Ood.  Maybe  confusion  on  this 
point  la  responsible  for  the  false  but  often  re- 
peated charge  against  Baptists  that  they  do  not 
believe  that  anybody  la  a Christian  or  can  be 
saved  wbo  Is  not  a Baptist.  A man  ought 
to  be  In  the  kingdom  of  Ood  and  ought  to  have 
tbe  kingdom  of  God  In  him  before  he  ever  gets 
Into  a Baptist  church.  He  haa  no  business  In 
a Baptist  church  unleaa  he  haa  first  gotten  Into 
the  kingdom  of  Ood.  He  gets  into  the  king- 
dom of  Ood  by  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  be  gets 
Into'- a Baptist  church  by  a vote  of  the  church 
conditioned  on  his  baptism  and  evidence  of 
faith  and  repentance.  He  gets  Into  the  king- 
dom of  Ood  directly  through  Jesus  Christ  a* 
the  only  mediator  without  necessary  depen- 
dence pn  priest  or  preacher  or  church.  But  he 
gets  Into  a Baptist  church,  a New  Testament 
church,  by  tbe  consent  of  the  church  and  sub- 
mitting to  baptism.  They  are  two  entirely  dif- 
ferent things.  To  say  that  the  kingdom  of 
Ood  Is  the  sum  of  all  Baptist  churches  Is  to  In- 
clude some  people  wbo  certainly  are  not  In  It; 
and  It  la  to  exclude  some  who  give  many  evi- 
dences of  being  in  it.  For  every  man  who 
In*  his  heart  accepta  Jesua  aa  Lord  and  trusts 
Him  as  Savior  Is  In  the  kingdom  of  God,  before 
be  Joins  the  church  or  whether  be  Is  ever  a men- 
ber  of  a New  Testament  church.  A Baptist 
church  Is  the  only  one  that  conforms  to  the 
Nev^  Testament  pattern  and  teaching  but  that 
does  not  guarantee  that  every  member  ot  a( 
Baptist  church  Is  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven  or 
ever  will  be.  Baptising  a man  may  bring  him 
into  a Baptist  church  but  It  will  never  bring 
him  Into  tbe  kingdom  of  Ood.1 


SIN  Or  EVE  REPEATED. 

The  sin  of  the  first  woman  was  wishing  to 
know  some  things  she  had  no  business  to  know, 
and  not  only  wishing  bnt  carrying  out  the  wish. 
This  sin  seems  to  have  been  the  germ  of  all 
sin,  and  the  temptation  which  brought  It  on 
was  comprehensive  enough  to  include  In  embryo 
the  suggestion  of  about  every  aort  of  tempta- 
tion that  haa  come  to  mankind  alnce,  And 
when  she  saw  that  "The  tree  waa  good  for  food, 
and  h delight  to  the  eyes  and  was  to  be  desired 
to  make  one  wise,”  the  took  and  ate  and  gave 
to  her  husband  and  he  ate.”  It  Is  very  sig- 
nificant that  the  tree  Is  called  the  "tree  of 
, knowledge  of  good  and  evil.” 

The  point  here  made  la,  that  this  Is  the  very 
thing  that  some  would-be-wlae  teacher*  of  other 
people's  children  are  Insisting  that  young  peo- 
ple ought  to  have  done  for  them.  It  may  not 
have  been  sex  hygiene  that  t Eve  desired  to 
know,  not  that  particular  form  of  good  and 
evil.  We  hardly  think  the  word  had  been 
brought  forth,  but  It  was  prying  Into  the 
knowledge  of  good  and  evil  that  brought  ruin 
upon  God's  fair  world. 

It  Is  not  Ignorance  that  damns,  bsd  as  that 
Is,  It  is  knowledge  of  such  things  an  belong 
not  ?o  us  that  sends  men  Into  the  depths  of  ruin 
and  hell. 

It  is  good  to  see  a protest  and  revulsion 
against  the  cry  that  children  should  be  taught 
matters  of  sex.  In  tbe  National  Congress  ot 
Scientists  which  met  last  week  In  Atlanta.  Dr. 
Edmund  B.  Wilson,  of  Columbia  University,  and 
president  of  the  association.  "Issued  a special 
note  of  warning  to  those  who  are  advocating 
the  wholesale  and  Indiscriminate  teaching  of 
sax  hygiene  to  children  of  all  ages  In  the  public 
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schools."  He  believe*  that  this  1*  a matter  for 
parents.  To  us  there  is  hardly  any  matter 
more  revolting  or  fraught  with  more  serious 
danger  than  the  idea  of  having  thla  subject 
made  a matter  of  discussion  In  tbe  schools  or 
among  your  people.  The  poBeibllity  of  de- 
filement of  the  race  lies  right  here  more  than 
anywhere  In  the  world.  Anybody  who  reads 
the  drat  chapter  of  Roman*  will  see  to  what 
awful  depths  It  is  possible  to  go  by  an  error  in 
this  matter;  and  thlp  chapter  la  aald  to  be  a 
correct  photograph  of  the  heathen  world,  an- 
cient and  modern;  the  human  race  without  the 
gospel  of  grace.  A mistake  here  will  take  gen- 
erations to  correct. 

The  Record  of  Christian  Work  states  that  “In 
a certain  high  school,  noted  for  Its  progressive 
spirit  and  enviable  scholastic  attainment.  In  one 
year  thirty-eight  girls  were  led  astray,  and  this 
In  the  face  of  all  the  enlightenment  they  had 
received.

Imbued  with  the  new  views  of 
early  Instruction  In  sex  hygiene,  bad  enlight- 
ened (?)  them  on  the  subject.”  There  are 
times  when  innocence  means  not  to  know  and 
not  to  know  la  our  best  protection.  If  Instruc- 
tion is  needed  on  this  subject.  It  should  certain- 
ly not  be  done  In  public  or  In  such  way  as  to 
make  It  the  subject  of  common  conversation 
among  children  or  Irresponsible  people  of  any 
age.  May  the  Lord  save  the  race  from  eating 
any  more  fruit  from  the  tree  of  knowledge  of 
good  and  evil.

Is  marked  on  the  high  school  senior  casting  about 


for  a college;  but  If  the  discretion  of  years  and 
parental  authority  prevail,  high  standards  of  In- 
struction, adequate  equipment,  and  high  moral 
excellence  will  stand  as  the  criterion  of  a col- 
lege’s excellence  rather  than  athletic  prowess. 
Invalnsble  as  the  latter  Is,  tt  la  not  ths  goal 
of  a college  but  ratber  a means  to  an  snd. 

Ths  game  as  now  played  transforms  a man 
Into  a machine.  The  day  of  the  game  mar  bring 
rain,  hall,  snow  or  tornado.  That  game  must 
be  nlaved,  A streak  of  vellow  Is  most  to  be 
dre«ded  snd  more  than  one  Isd  has  gone  to  his 
death  rather  than  Incur  the  gnenlclon  of  being 
yellow.  Tt  la  worthy  of  being  learned  that  we 
should  “hit  the  line  hard.”  but  to  prepare  a 
head-on  collalon  of  two  aanaare  grinders  Is  no 
better  snd  fsr  less  refined  than  the  mediaeval 
tonmament  or  even  the  German  stndent  duel. 
The  latter  mars  and  disfigures:  it  does  not  crlp- 
nle  or  dir  a premature  rrave  The  number  of  vie- 
tlm*  of  American  football  a’re«dv  mounts  no  Into 
the  hundreds,  enough  in  fact  to  nrovlde  casual- 
ties for  a South  American  revolution.  This  Is 
not  emotion  or  a suasm  of  reform,  hut  a state- 
ment of  figures  The  writer  nlaved  football  years 
aro  three  seasons  and  never  suffered  further 
than  sore  shins  and  lame  muscles.  Why  the 
devolution  of  recent  years? 

College  football  haa  ceaaed  to  be  a sport  and 
has  become  a betting  occasion.  On  a recent 
occflfllon  a heavy  ground  rendered  a game  a mere 
wallow  In  the  mud.  The  fans  howled  for  an- 
other game,  were  lond  In  their  denunciations, 
called  loudlv  against  the  yellow  streak — because 
college  faculties  thought  that  time  had  come  to 
study,  and  that  study  la  the  chief  end  of  a col- 
lege. Who  were  the  fana?  Men  with  beta  on 
the  game,  who  were  anxious  to  win.  Their  In- 
terest in  the  game  was  an  interest  In  the  ses- 
terces they  hoped  to  win.  The  barbershop,  the 
lobby,  the  street  corner,  snd  wherever  men  and 
boys  were  wont  to  gather  were  de  facto  meeting 
places  for  putting  up  and  arranging  chances. 
Raring  hooka  and  pools  are  forbidden;  why 
should  boys  and  young  men  and  even  girls  ban- 
ter and  bet.  and  publicly,  though  It  be  even  in 
entire  good  humor? 

Every  leading  game  brings  on  a period  of  un- 
rest. The  teacher  feels  Interest  In  study  slack- 
ening, there  Is  a growing  quiver  of  excitement,  to 
be  followed  after  the  game  by  a more  or  less 
complete  relaxation  or  a bedlam  of  triumph.  Two 
or  thfee  days  prior  to  the  game  and  aa  many 
days  after  are  practically  useless,  because  at- 
tention lb  essential  to  study  and  classroom  work. 
The  heart  is  with  the  treasure,  the  thought  fol- 
lows the  Interest,  and  attention  Is  dead. 

There  la  Just  to  much  vitality  In  a man's  body. 
Strenuous  practice  and  gruelling  play  must  be 
followed  by  ltstlees  recitations,  drowsy  evenlnga, 
and  sleepy  nights.  Every  teacher  has  the  an- 
nual problem  of  the  football  player — extra  hoars, 
low  marks,  and  of  students  half  tugged,  half 
carried  through  the  fall  examinations.  The  boy’s 
will  Is  good:  he  is  not  depraved.  But  hla  vigor 
haa  been  burned  up  In  the  game. 

We  Americans  are  “sports,”  not  sportsmen. 
The  prize  is  the  thing.  Rattle  the  other  man  eo 
as  to  Induce  a false  play,  a poor  toaa,  to  Induce 
less  than  the  man  can  do.  The  game  Is  made 
that  much  easier,  the  prize  that  much  more  sure- 
ly ours.  Plr  Thomas  Llpton,  it  Is  reported,  waa 
told  that  technically  the  race  was  his.  But  no, 
he  was  not  after  a walk-away,  he  was  after  a 
'race.  He  lost,  and  went  home  to  plan  again. 
He  failed  of  the  cup,  but  he  played  the  man.  Sir 
Thomas  Llpton  la  a true  aportgman.  That  Is  the 
spirit  that  hba  carried  England  around  the  world 
and  planted  her  flag  in  every  sea.  American 
sport  is  a form  of  Amerlcanltls,  a disease  Inci- 
dent upon  our  national  childhood. 

The  reform  most  begin  at  the  top.  The  little 
college  at  the  bottom,  between  university  and 
high  school.  Is  caught  In  the  Jaws  of  fate.  The 
universities  owe  It  to  the  country  to  take  a 
stand,  to  set  things  in  their  due  proportions,  to 
inculcate  a right  point  of  view,  and  to  crests  a 
desire  not  for  sport  but  for  sportsmanship. — - 
The  Standard. 
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THE  IDEAL  FOR  THE  PREACHER.

Every  man  who  achieves  success  must  have  a 
worthy  Ideal.  The  difference  In  men  la  very 
largely  a difference  In  Iddale.  This  la  Just  aa 
true  in  the  ministry  aa  In  any  other  department 
of  activity.  The  preacher  who  haa  a definite 
end  in  view,  a clear  conception  of  the  meaning 
and  purpose  of  hla  ministry,  Is  the  one  who 
usually  accomplishes  something  'worth  while. 

Dr.  McOlotblln  haa  therefore  rendered  a algn»I 
service  In  hla  latest  book.  ”A  Vital  Ministry:’’ 
for  he  haa  set  forth  with  great  clearness  and 
force  the  true  Ideal  for  the  minlater  of  Jesus 
Chrtat.  The  keynote  of  hla  book  is  fousd  in 
the  words  of  our  Lord.  "I  came  that  they  may 
have  life  and  may  have  It  abundantly.”  Jeaua 
put  the  emphaaia  of  Hla  life  and  teaching  on 
service  to  men.  In  Hla  thought  Institutions 
were  always  of  secondary  Importance.  Too  of- 
ten In  the  history  of  His  people  the  institution 
has  loomed  ao  large  that  the  Interests  of  men 
and  women  have  been  overshadowed.  With 
great  earnestness  Dr.  McOlotblln  seeks  to  Im- 
press upon  hla  fellow  ministers  “the  proper 
Ideal  of  the  ministry,  the  one  great  aim  which 
should  subordinate  all  else  to  Itself  and  direct 
all  the  ministers’  energies.  In  a word  It  la 
the  nurture  snd  growth  of  life — the  soundest, 
fullest,  eompletest  life  thst  Is  possible  for  each 
Individual."  This  thought  Is  elaborated  in 
hla  opening  chapter  on  "The  Vital  Ideal  In  the 
Ministry.”  Following  thla  he  gives  a sugges- 
tive outline  of  the  characteristic  features  of  the 
present  age  and  their  bearing  upon  the  preach- 
er’* work,  concluding  with  these  noble  words: 
“Free  from  the  fear  of  the  world’s  lure,  with- 
out contempt  for  Its  aln  and  folly,  filled  with 
compassion  for  Its  ignorance  and  suffering,  with 
profound  sympathy  for  all  its  noble  strivings, 
he  should  walk  In  Its  midst  not  as  a man  apart, 
but  with  the  life  of  Ood  in  hlmsslf  and  the  life- 
giving  truth  of  God  on  hla  lips.” 

Other  chapters  deal  with  “The  Minister  and 
Truth.”  "The  Minister  and  Theology,"  "The  Min- 
ister and  the  Sermon.”  "The  Minister  and  Wor- 
ship,” "The  Minister  and  Christian  Architec- 
ture and  Art,”  “The  Minister  and  the  Bible,” 
and  "The  Minister  and  Social  Questions.”  To 
all  these  relations  the  vital  principle  la  applied, 
and  the  result  Is  a moat  Invigorating  an*  sug- 
gestive discussion.  This  ts  s book  that  every 
preacher  ought  to  read.  Many  a young  preacher 
will  be  grateful  to  the  author  through  all  hts 
life  for  the  Inspiration  thla  book  haa  given  him

cious on  the  part  of  the  B.  Y.  P.'  U.  South  to 
act  as  host  of  the  occasion. 

“Be  It  resolved,  That  the  executive  committee 
recommends  that  the  board  of  managers  of  the 
B.  Y.  P.  U.  of  America  officially  Invite  th*  B. 
Y.  P.  U.  South  through  lta  officer*  and  field 
secretaries  to  Join  with  ua  In  the  Kansas  City 
Convention,  July  8-5,  1914,  styling  the  conven- 
tion, ‘The  Twenty-first  Convention  of  B.  Y.  P-  0. 
A.  held  Jointly  with  the  B.  Y.  P.  V.  South.' 

“And,  That  the  program  committee  and  ad- 
vertising committee  and  general  commlte*  of 
arrangements  be  equally  divided  between  rep- 
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resentatlve#  of  B.  Y.  P.  0.  A and  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
8outh.”  ’>

We  desire  to  emphasise  our 
common  Baptist  name  and  cause  snd  encourage 
a fellowship  It  may  please -ths  Lord  to  use  In  fur- 
thering His  kingdom. 

The  fund  which  has  been  designated  for  the 
expense*  of  the  convention  program  we  would 
like  to  put  under  th#  direction  of  a Joint  program 
committee.  We  would  like  to  divide  the  time 
of  the  program  In  the  aame  spirit,  using  speak- 
ers from  the  8outh,  North  snd  Canada.  B. 
Y.  P.  U.  South  would  have  opportunity  to  pre- 
sent lta  report*,  announce  Its  plans  and  politic*, 
push  lta  courses  and  literature  and  In  any  other 
way  strengthen  Its  work.
